She 
reverted back to the drug scene and quit the program. In the 
dramatization, she is still included to emphasize the strength of 
drug and alcohol abuse.

Programs such as T.K.O. help to show teens the true side 
of substance abuse and through the question and answering peri- 
od, teens are given an opportunity to satisfy their curiosity with- 
out getting hooked.

The trial, held in 
Charlotte, N.C., had its moments, 
especially when Bakker broke 
down on the stand and was later 
found curled up on the ground 
and whimpering. The trial was 
temporarily suspended while 
Bakker underwent psychiatric 
testa, His fraud charges included 
offering lifetime lodging at Heri- 
tage USA for $1000 shares, but 
failed to accommodate. Many of 
the supporters who lost money 
were elderly people who could ill 
afford the expense. With the 
o million in contributions, 
Bakker bought luxury cars, jew- 
els, and houses. As put by pros- 
ecutor Jerry Miller, "Bakker 
Started OUt loving people and us- 
ing things, but then he started 
loving tilings and using people." 
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With the constant growth of 
Vacaville came the need for new 
and larger schools. One school 
that was affected by this growth 
spurt was Will C. Wood. The con- 
version plan for Wood has been in 
the works for some twenty years. 
The school district felt it was fi- 
nally time for the change to occur. 
The plans were drawn, the project 
put up for bid, and the actual 
building began. With the building 
came many problems, but none 
too large to stand in the way of the 
Fall of '89 completion. Making 
Will C. Wood into a high school 
meant adding a new gym, more 
classrooms, and a new amphith- 
eater.

held students up to tenth grade. 

1990- 1991 will introduce an elev- 
enth grade and finally during the 

1991- 1992 school year, there will 
be a complete high school, ninth 
through twelfth. Many look for- 
ward to a healthy rivalry between 
Will C. Wood and Vacaville High 
Schools in both athletics and aca- 
demics. The Wildcats versus the 
Bulldogs may well become a tradi- 
tional cross-town rivalry match- 
ing Fairfield and Armijo, Hogan 
and Vallejo, or Napa and vintage. 

The one ironic point in all of 
this is that, by the time Will C. 
Wood completes its transition, a 
third high school will be needed 
for a growing Vacaville. 
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In the beginning of 1990, the 
Georgie Duke Sports Complex 
opened its doors to Vacaville 
teens. The complex was named 
for long time volunteer, George 
Duke. Bert Hughes and George 
Duke were the directors of the 
city's Boy's Club from 1954 to 
1966, and the recognition for the 
years of dedicated service, the 
sports complex went to Hughes, 
Duke and their families. 

The 13,600 square foot build- 
ing, which was built on Andrews 
Park Hill, includes a gym and a 
multi-purpose room. The com- 
plex also features a small locker 
room with showers. 

The sports complex offers a 
home for many popular teen 
sports activities. Some of the pos- 
sibilities are basketball, badmin- 
ton, gymnastics, aerobics, and an 
area for indoor soccer. 

Despite various setbacks, its 
opening was a "dream come true" 
for many Vacaville citizens. For 
years sports enthusiasts had to 
put up with the dark and damp 
interior of the World War II era 
Quonset hut that previously 
graced the site. 



An ever-expanding student 
population and an ever-increasing 
thirst for knowledge has necessi- 
tated the construction of several 
new schools in Vacaville. Fifteen- 
hundred children will be divided 
into three new elementary 
schools: Cooper Elementary, 
Browns Valley Elementary, and 
Jean Callison Elementary. The 
Cooper and Callison campuses 
are situated on the south side of 
the freeway and Browns Valley is 
to be constructed in Boulder Val- 
ley in the north. Jean Callison 
School has been under construc- 
tion for several months and will 
open in the fall of 1990. Boulder 
Valley and Cooper Schools are 
scheduled to open their doors in 
time for the 1991-92 school year. 
These new schools will be a wel- 
come addition to the currently 
overcrowded student population. 



This small town has grown into 
a small metropolis. Vacaville has 
changed in the last three years. 
Trackhomes have been built in 
Browns Valley, South Alamo, and 
by the hospital. This means more 
students for the school districts 
and other changes, such as a re- 
creation center, new parks, and 
new schools. These improvements 
were distributed throughout the 
city to make things more conve- 
nient.

Bank of America purposed a 
multi-million dollar commercial 
headquarters for Vacaville. The 
plan includes the construction of 
a 650,000 sq ft building on one 
hundred acres in the Lagoon Val- 
ley area over the next four years. 
This ambitious project will cost 
about 125 million dollars to build, 
and will employ between 2500 and 
3000 people. Most of the employ- 
ees will commute to Vacaville 
from neighboring communities; 
however, the project will increase 
Vacaville's population. Jobs 
available will be managers, com- 
puter operators, loan officers, and 
clerical staff. "4 by 4's" students, 
who work 4 hours and go to school 
4 hours, will be hired. 

There is some opposition form 
groups who would like to limit 
growth in Vacaville, especially in 
scenic Lagoon Valley. Other com- 
mercial construction is already 
being planned in adjacent proper- 
ties. The glider port will eventual- 
ly be gone, replaced by commer- 
cial buildings. According to bank 
officials, the development of La- 
goon Valley is inevitable, and 
non-polluting industries, like 
theirs, is the most desirable solu- 
tion. 

As Vacaville enters the 21st 
century the compromises be- 
tween pro-growth and anti- 
growth factions will mold the 
cities future.

What were you doing at 
5:04 pm on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 17th, 1989, when the 
Bay Area was anything but 
still? For 15 seconds, build- 
ings swayed, gas lines 
burst, and roadways 
opened up under the great 
force of a 7.1 earthquake. 
Perhaps the most frighten- 
ing of the damage was the 
collapse of the 100 foot sec- 
tion of the Bay Bridge and 
the mile long stretch of the 
Nimitz Freeway, but ev- 
eryone had their own story. 

After the ground quit 
shaking, the damage raged 
on to the Marina District 
of San Francisco. For days, 
thousands were left with- 
out electricity, water, and 
Shelter. Many were moved 
to temporary locations 
such as parks and emer- 
gency shelters. 

Yet, it was not until the 
following morning that the 
true damage could be seen. 
The damage was estimated 
at over 3 billion dollars, not 
including the set back of 
the World Series. Through 
news coverage, most of its 
attention was focused 
upon the Bay Bridge, 



where one man was killed, 
and the Nimitz Freeway. 
At the Nimitz sight, it was 
uncertain for days as to 
how many people were 
killed. Cranes and bulldoz- 
ers had to be brought in to 
tear down the crumbling 
structure. Cars and buses 
were smashed as flat as a 
dime and in the end, ap- 
proximately 80 people died 
in that tragic episode. 
Despite the emense 



damage, scientists still said 
that it was not the "Big 
One" that they had been 
predicting to strike for 
years. They did say howev- 
er, that the epicenter was 
approximately six miles 
from the city of Santa 
Cruz, on the San Andreas 
Fault and that the October 
earthquake was just a sam- 
ple of what is to come. Per- 
haps now we will be ready 
and know what to expect.

After an F.B.I, investigation of 
Capitol corruption, Montoya was 
accused of 5 counts of extortion, 1 
count of money laundering, 1 
count of racketeering, and 2 
counts of bribery. He was found 



The start of a new year includ- 
ed a variety of new laws fro the 
state of California. One of the 
more popular of these was yet an- 
other attempt to crack down on 
the problem of drunk driving. Ac- 
cording to Amendment Section 
23152, SB 408, it is now illegal for 
a person to drive with a blood al- 
cohol concentration of .08 percent 




or higher. Under the previous law, 
.10 percent was the legal limit. In 
addition, if a drunken driver is 
caught with a child under the age 
of fourteen in the car, the driver 
could face an additional jail term 
of up to ninety days. These new 
laws took effect on January 1, 
1990, and were sponsored by Sen- 
ator Bill Leonard and Assembly- 
man Jack O'Connell, passed by 
the Legislature, and signed into 
law by Governor George Deukme- 
jian.

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On the night of October 23rd, 
Charles Stuart left with his wife 
Carol from a Lamaze class in Bos- 
ton. He told the police that he and 
his wife were forced into their car 
by a black man who robbed them, 
shot Carol dead, and left him seri- 
ously wounded with a gunshot to 
his thigh. Charles called the po- 
lice from his car phone while driv- 
ing away from the scene. At first, 
Charles looked like a hero. How- 
ever, suspicious clues began to un- 
ravel and questions came up that 
could not be answered. By this 
time many black men had been 
brought in for questioning. There 



was an outrage in Boston's black 
community, with charges of rac- 
ism. Then rumors came saying 
that Charles had murdered his 
wife. Finally, on January 3rd, 
Charles's brother confessed that 
he had dumped incriminating evi- 
dence, including a gun, and that 
he had known that Charles had 
intended to murder his wife. Ear- 
ly the next morning Charles drove 
to Tobin Bridge and threw him- 
self over the edge, killing himself 
immediately. Police suspected 
that Charles killed Carol for her 
life insurance policy so he could 
open a restaurant. 




During the evening of January 
25, 1990, around 9:45 p.m., a 
Boeing 707 crashed into the hill- 
sides of Cove Neck, New York. 

Avianca Airlines Flight 52, 
from Bogota, Columbia, was en- 
route to J.F.K. Airport when it 
crashed, killing 73 of the 161 pas- 
sengers, many of whom were 
young children coming to Amer- 
ica to their newly adopted fam- 
ilies. 

The aircraft was to land at 9:24 
p.m., but the pilot pulled away 
due to heavy fog and a low cloud 
bank. The pilot radioed to air 
traffic controllers that he needed 
priority landing due to low fuel 
and his number two engine had 
failed. The urgency of his message 
was not heeded. 

At impact, three of the four en- 
gines had failed, and the plane 
went down without a fire. A long 
investigation of the procedures in 
the air and on the ground created 
much controversy. 
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The Japanese invasion is still 
happening. One American Bank 
and a Ski Slope in Colorado were 
bought out this year. The Japa- 
nese venture in Vacaville is not 
drawing the amount of money 
they would like it to. "The Wooz" 
is the only Japanese owned enter- 
prise in Vacaville and it may not 
be the last. 

The Japanese are helping our 
economy in one sense. The Bank 
that was purchased helped save a 
bankrupt Savings and Loans In- 
dustry and put more money back 
into the economy. 



It was January 18, 1990. A mid- 
dle-aged man walked nonchalant- 
ly into a room in the Vista Inter- 
national Hotel in Washington, 
D.C, six blocks from the White 
House. A video camera took ev- 
erything in. Washington's Mayor, 
Marion Barry was in the room 
with two women, a former model 
and federal informant and a fe- 
male FBI undercover agent. The 
agent proceeded to sell $60 worth 
of crack to Barry. After the DEA 
recorded him smoking the drug, 
FBI agents arrested him. 

An embarrassed Barry and his 
supporters felt he was set up as a 
way to keep him from re-election. 
The U.S. government said this 
was not so and that Barry was 
caught in a drug sting. The entire 
episode ended up with Barry out 
of a job and no immediate plans to 
run for re-election. 
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Not guilty was the verdict read 
on January 18, 1990. After 33 
months of trial and 1.5 million 
dollars, the McMartin Pre-school 
Scandal was finally over. Or was 
it? 

Six years ago, the allegations of 
rape, sodomy, and molestation 
against Raymond Buckey, 31, and 
his mother, Peggy Buckey, 63, 
started when a woman in Manhat- 
tan complained of possible abuse 
to her child. In response, 200 let- 
ters were mailed out to McMartin 
Preschool parents, inquiring 
about possible abuse. The letter 
named Raymond Buckey as a pos- 
sible suspect. In turn, 400 chil- 
dren were interviewed by Chil- 
drens Institute International. Out 
of those 400 children, 350 claimed 
to have been abused by the Buck- 
eys. 

When it came to the trial, the 
Buckeys were charged with 65 
counts of sexual abuse. The trial 
produced some 63,000 pages of 
testimony, 917 exhibits, and 124 
witnesses, many of them children. 
In the end, 52 counts were acquit- 
ted and the remaining 13 were at a 
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Charles Keating was a man 
with many problems. For about 
six years he had been in need of 
money to save his sinking Lincoln 
Savings and Loans Bank. He 
started investing in raw land deals 
and junk bonds in 1984 and has 
gone downhill since. During his 
efforts to save his sinking ship, he 
asked for the help of five U.S. 
Senators. These Senators includ- 
ed our own Californian Alan 
Cranston. Each of these Senators 
received contributions from 
Keating for their campaigns. To- 
day Lincoln Savings and Loans 
has sunk, and won't be coming 
back up for air. The Senators are 
being investigated for their in- 
volvements in this scandal, and 
Keating was charged with racke- 
teering, fraud, and conspiracy in 
misusing the bank's funds. Inves- 
ter losses totalled more than 250 
million dollars. The taxpayers, in 
the end, will have to pay to bail 
out the system.

The outcome of the trial ou- 
traged thousands. As a result, 
there may be a civil case against 
the Buckeys and Raymond will 
re-tried on the 13 counts that 
were left unresolved. In addition, 
Ms. Buckey has filed a multi-mil- 
lion dollar suit against the Man- 
hattan Police Department claim- 
ing that her reputation was 
wrongfully ruined. 



The cute little girl we once 
knew from the movie E.T. had 
come a long way from innocence. 
At the age of 9 the young star ac- 
tress Drew Barrymore was inher- 
iting her family's addiction of 
drugs and alcohol. In December of 
1988 she was released from the 
ASAP Family Treatment Center 
when she had thought she was ful- 
ly recovered from her addition. At 
age 14 she looked back and real- 
ized she wasn't sober but dry. She 
had said, "When you're dry you 
will still say yes when you are of- 
fered something." After another 
relapse and an attempted suicide, 
Drew was sent back to ASAP and 
decided to put her life back to- 
gether. Drew had once said, "It's a 
never ending process." But she 
still battles each day for recovery. 



On Feb. 9, the American Trader 
ran over its own anchor while in 
shallow water two miles off the 
shore of Southern California at an 
oil pipeline mooring. The 400,000 
gallons of crude oil was kept clear 
of the beaches for five days due to 
offshore winds and calm seas. 
Later the winds shifted and the 
sticky mess came ashore. A crew 
of 2,000 workers helped clean six 
miles of oilstained beach. The oil 
spill underscored the need to im- 
prove systems of monitary tanker 
traffic off the coast of California. 



Beginning as a tropical depres- 
sion off the West Coast of Africa, 
it whirled across the Atlantic, 
gathering strength from the moist 
tropical air, puffing itself up into 
a fearsome hurricane. At weeks 
end Hurricane Hugo, its fury 
spent, whimpered out in rainfall 
over southern Canada. Between 
its gentle birth and welcome de- 
mise, Hugo carved an awesome 
arc of destruction in a 2,300-mile 
sweep from the Carolinas. 

Hurricane Hugo killed 28 peo- 
ple and caused over $2 billion in 
property damage. It slammed into 
Charleston with 135 mph winds. 
Its wrath embraced coastal re- 
sorts and barrier islands well into 
North Carolina. Hugo leveled sea- 
side homes and communities leav- 
ing them isolated and without 
power. In Charleston alone, elev- 
en people were killed and da- 
maged costs were reported to be 
over $753 million.

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Over the past five years the 
world has witnessed some incredi- 
ble changes in the Soviet Union. 
President Mikhail Gorbachev is 
stronger than ever, politically, but 
he is surrounded by enemies from 
left to right, and the Russian peo- 
ple are more fed up than ever. 
After four centuries of reform and 
repression, the problems only 
seem to be escalating. Can a 
strong leader like Gorbachev hold 
his country together? Or is time 
running out? With the inflation 
rising above 7.5 ^ and the in- 
creasing shortage of food and do- 
mestic supplies, the Soviet Union 
is witnessing an economical crisis. 
Not only is this problem increas- 
ing, but other problems are tack- 
ling the Soviet government. Re- 
gional revolts against party lead- 
ership, such as last summer's coal 
strikes, are spreading. 

But amid all this turmoil, Gor- 
bachev continues to display a 
calm side to his political scram- 
bling. He also shows an ability to 
change and adapt this views to 
current needs. For example, al- 
lowing religious freedom after 
years of religious oppression in 
the Soviet Union was a huge and 
well-accepted change. 

For the time being, Gorbachev 
is still dealing with economic and 
political adjustments. It is un- 
clear just how much patience the 
Soviet population will have for p 
their president, but they are lay- 
ing the country's fate in his hands 
hoping the decisions and out- 



comes will be in their favor. Gor- 
bachev's goal is to complete a nat- 
ural progression called "humane, 
democratic socialism." If this 
name has confused Westerners, it 
surely has confused the Soviet 



citizens as well. What Gorbachev 
needs to do now is find a way to 
convince his country that there 
will be improvements. But na- 
tionwide, patience is growing 
thinner and time is running out. 
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Upon hearing the mention of 
Zsa Zsa Gabor a few giggles are 
inevitable. But to Zsa Zsa herself, 
this was no laughing matter. Ac- 
cused of slapping police officer 
Paul Kramer, driving with ex- 
pired plates, having an open con- 
tainer of alcohol in her car, and 
driving with an invalid license, 
Zsa Zsa still insisted upon her in- 
nocence. Although Gabor said she 
was sick about the whole ordeal, 
when reporters were around she 
certainly seemed willing enough 
to comment and answer ques- 
tions. Zsa Zsa called the deputy 
district attorney a "termite" and 
accused Officer Kramer of being a 
homosexual, saying, "Don't you 
know a gay man would not like a 
woman like Zsa Zsa Gabor? I 
marry all the men he would want 
to have." (eight marriages to be 
exact).

A growing number of individ- 
uals are becoming distressed at 
what we are doing to the very 
thing that enables us to survive: 
our environment. In 1970 these 
concerned people united to form 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) which controls sol- 
id waste, pesticide, noise, and ra- 
diation pollution through re- 
search, development, and train- 
ing programs. 

Some pressing problems the 
EPA, and other environmental 
groups (such as Greenpeace and 
the Sierra Club), are lobbying 
against include the burning of 
crucial rain forests, global "warm- 
ing," and the destruction of the 
ozone layer. 

These groups have been push- 
ing world leaders to take action 
against the global tragedies. Fi- 
nally, George Bush is beginning to 
answer. Bush, Congress, and even 
electrical utilities have agreed to 
cut sulfur-dioxide emissions by 10 
million tons a year by 2000. A new 
tougher Clean Air Act has been 
proposed to Congress and has yet 
to be decided upon. Countries like 
Brazil are starting to enact their 
own laws to preserve what is left 
of the precious rain forests. 

The continuance of our world 
isn't just a luxury when times are 
easy. It's much more than that, 
it's our responsibility. Each of us 
as individuals must do our part 
not only to respect our own sur- 
roundings, but we must lobby our 
representatives to enact tougher 
laws to protect the global environ- 
ment. 



On November 12, 1989, sounds of 
rejoicement were heard all across 
Germany as crowds of people 
watched a construction crew eagerly 
break down the Berlin Wall. Known 
as the Iron Curtain, the wall had 
been a historic reminder of a divided 
Germany. For over forty years after 
World War II, East Berlin had been 
controlled by a communist govern- 
ment that strictly forbade people to 
move to the West. Hundreds of peo- 
ple trapped on the east side of the 
wall risked their lives in dramatic es- 
cape attempts to the West. But now 
that the border is open, East Ger- 
mans are flocking in large numbers to 
West Germany: 344,000 last year, an 
additional 58,000 in January, and al- 
most 2,000 every day. The reason for 



this migration is because of appre- 
hension. While major leaders talk 
about reunification, many East Ger- 
mans fear that unity will be delayed, 
that West German's benefits for arri- 
vals from the East will be cut, and 
that their own economy will explode. 
Last February, West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl and his Foreign 
Minister, Hans-Dietrich Genscher, 
said a plan for unification would be 
ready by this year. Talks of reunifica- 
tion have surfaced old fears of the 
German military designs snuffed by 
two World Wars during the past cen- 
tury. 

The next years are sure to add new 
chapters to this unfolding historic 
event. 
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Manuel Antonio Noriega, the 
accused drug dealer and alleged 
black-magic practitioner, fled to 
the Vatican Embassy in Panama 
City after U.S. troops cornered 
him. In an unprecedented move, 
President Bush ordered the 
troops to invade Panama and cap- 
ture the elusive leader. The move 
cost more than 600 human lives, 
including 23 dead G.I.'s, $2 billion 
in economic damage, and loss of 
U.S. credibility with other nearby 
countries. 

Once cornered at the Vatican 
Embassy, soldiers blasted the dic- 
tator with rock music, such as 
"No Place to Run," "Voodoo 
Child," and "You're No Good." 
Meanwhile Washington and the 
Vatican were trying to come up 
with a compromise about Nor- 
iega. The Vatican could not force 
Noriega to leave. The U.S. wanted 
Noriega to be flown to Florida to 
be put on trial for smuggling 
drugs. Noriega faced criminal 
charges in Panama and the Pana- 
manians were frightened that he 
would make trouble even from a 
prison cell. Noriega eventually 
went to the United States. He 
feared if he stayed in Panama, he 
may have received the death pen- 
alty. For the time being, Noriega 
sits in his cell and waits for his 
trial. 



Shouts of "freedom" and "de- 
mocracy" were heard in the 
streets from Moscow to Prague to 
Warsaw. All throughout Eastern 
Europe governments were in a 
state of change. 

East Germany: the historic 
wall, the perfect symbol of op- 
pression, that divided East and 
West Germany was ready to col- 
lapse. A wall vowed to stand for 
100 years, crumbled after twenty 
eight. In November, 1989, the 
people of East Germany assem- 
bled in East Berlin to protest 
against the long standing commu- 
nist government. There goal was 
to open the gates that divided 
them from West Germany and 
the rest of the world. On Novem- 
ber 9, 1989, the world watched as 
the first East Germans emerged 
triumphant and free, no longer 
prisoners of their own country. 

Poland: For months, Poland's 
Communist Party had been losing 
its ability to govern after more 
than forty years in power. For the 
first time in Europe's post war 
history, a communist government 
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Civil war broke out in Azerbai- 
jan, one of the republics of the So- 
viet Union. It all began with the 
eviction of an Armenian family by 
Moslems in Baku, the capital. 
The Armenian family turned on 
the two men with an axe, killing 
one and wounding the other. The 
Azerbaijans response was sheer 
outrage. They protested by driv- 
ing thousands of Armenians from 
their homes. The Armenians did 
not silently take the violent acts. 
Instead, they armed themselves 
with weapons obtained from raids 
of military bases. The battle that 
followed was one of vengeance 
and rivalry. 

For years the Moslem Azerbai- 
jans and the Christian Armenians 
have clashed over territory. The 
January battle was different, but 
the two groups were still fighting 
an old, unsettled war. The fight- 
ing escalated from a religious bat- 
tle to a civil war, which forced t he 
government to become involved. 
The Soviet Union was in no mili- 



handed authority over to a non- 
communist opposition. 

Rumania: After twenty four 
years of political oppression, the 
people of Rumania rose up 
against the communist dictator 
Ceausescu in a pro-democracy 
revolution. Ceausescu was arrest- 
ed and executed for gross abuse of 
the power of the state. He was 
guilty of genocide, with more than 
"60,000" victims, and abuse of the 
power of the state. 

Hungary: The people of Hun- 
gary held their first free election 
in more than forty years. Two

there remained an air of tension. 
Most officials agreed that subdu- 
ing the entire region is highly un- 
likely, since nationalist hatreds 
and ambitions are impossible to 
repress, but for the time being, 
and with all things considered, it's 
as calm as to be hoped for on the 
Eastern Frontier.

tion wide referendum in Novem- 
ber and again for March parlia- 
mentary elections- 
Baltic States: The people of 
Lithuania, Lativia, and Estonia 
rallied together to attain repre- 
sentation in Moscow. Mikhail 
Gorbachev visited the Lithuanian 
capitol in an effort to pacify the 
Lithuanian government by grant- 
ing them representation in Mos- 
cow. Yet, Lithuania dared to defy 
Gorbechev's wishes to legalize ri- 
val political parties. Czecho- 
slovakia: A half million Czecho- 
slovaks gathered in downtown 
Prague to protest the oppressive 
rule of the communist govern- 
ment.. The largest protest in the 
history of Czechoslovakia raged 
for eight days resulting in the res- 
ignation of Communist Party 
leader Milos Jakes and all thir- 
teen members of the ruling Polit- 
buro. Jakes was replaced by Karel 
Urbanek, party leader of the 
Czech republic, whose role is seen 
as a transition figure. 
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On February 11, 1990, Nelson 
Mandela walked out of a South 
African prison — free at last. 
After serving 26 years of a life sen- 
tence, the anti-apartheid leader 
was allowed to take his rightful 
role as the head of the previously 
outlawed African National Con- 
gress. 

"It was a moment that a major- 
ity of South Africans, and the 
world, had been waiting for," said 
an announcer for the official 
South African Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. Throngs of supporters 
broke into thunderous cheers as 
the solemn, unsmiling nationalist 
emerged. Then a broad smile 
spread across his face as he raised 
a clenched fist in a sign of victory. 

Mandela committed himself to 
serve as the "facilitator" for the 
negotiations between the black 
majority and the white minority 
government, intended to draw up 
a new constitution granting power 
to all races.

Super 
Bowl time had come again and on 
January 28, 1990, the Broncos 
and Niners had only one thing on 
their minds: WIN!! With quarter- 
backs like Joe Montana, maybe 
the greatest to ever play the posi- 
tion, and rifle-armed John Elway, 
a battle was expected. Who would 
have ever guessed the slaughter 
that actually took place? 

After two weeks of countless 
Super Bowl specials, interviews, 
and speculations, kick-off time 
had finally arrived with the Bron- 
cos winning the coin toss. Sadly 
for them, that was to be the only 
thing they won on Super Bowl 
Sunday. Mike Cofer officially 



brought the game to a start by 
kicking deep to Denver's end zone 
and Bell returned it to the Bronco 
23 yard line. Four quick plays lat- 
er Denver was forced to punt. 
Montana and his offense took the 
field with classic 49er coolness 
and quiet confidence (they don't 
call him Joe Cool for nothing!) A 
typical San Francisco drive of ten 
plays proceeded the inevitable: 
Montana to Rice. Touchdown

At the beginning of the 
second quarter another unsuc- 
cessful drive by Denver gave San 
Francisco possession. Using their 
well known two-minute offense, 
Montana led his team to the 1 
yard line in a little over a minute. 
Rathman dived through the mid- 
dle for the T.D. Finally, three 49er 
touchdowns later, Elway desper- 
ately scrambled 3 yards for a 
bootleg touchdown. But the score 
was already 41-10 Niners, and as 
the old cliche goes: too little too 
late. That was the last time Den- 
ver got on the scoreboard but San 
Francisco wasn't done just yet. 
Craig and Rathman each ran for 
touchdowns making the final 



score: San Francisco 55, Denver 
10. Along with this utterly ridicu- 
lous score Montana and his 
Niners also broke a few Super 
Bowl records for good measure. 
They included Most Touchdown 
Passes (5, previously 4 by Terry 
Bradshaw), Most Consecutive 
Pass Completions (13, previously 
10 by Phil Simms), and 3 touch- 
down receptions by Rice, just to 
mention a few. Were the 49ers, la- 
beled as team of the Eighties and 
possibly the best to grace the 
league of all times, satisfied with 
all their accomplishments? Be- 
fore the final gun sounded, the 
chant "Three-peat! Three-peat!" 
could be heard in living rooms all 
across America. 



After nine years and three Su- 
per Bowl victories, Bill Walsh de- 
cided to retire as head coach of 
the San Francisco Forty Niners. 
There was much talk about who 
would replace Walsh and whether 
or not the new coach could contin- 
ue the Forty Niners dominance of 
the 80's. Bill Walsh recommended 
George Seifert, a nine year assis- 
tant coach with the team. Ed De- 
bartolo, owner of the Forty 
Niners, took Walsh's suggestion. 
Siefert was on a plane to Cleve- 
land for a job interview when De- 
bartolo called to offer him the job. 
Siefert's plane was delayed and 
when he called home his wife told 
him of the offer to become head 
coach. Siefert accepted and went 
on to lead the Niners to their 
fourth Super Bowl championship 
of the decade, making him only 
the second rookie coach to win the 
Super Bowl. 
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On February 10, 1990, James 
Buster Douglas staged the biggest 
upset in the history of boxing with 
his tenth round knockout of the 
heavyweight champion of the 
world, Iron Mike Tyson. With a 
flurry of punches, Douglas 
changed Iron Mike from the 
greatest of all-time to another ex- 
champion. 

Buster was such a large under- 
dog that the Las Vegas odd- 
makers would not put odds on his 
chances of winning. 

"Buster" Douglas, the journey- 
man fisher from Colombus, Ohio 
became the undisputed 
Heavyweight Champion of the 
world with a career record of 30 
wins, 4 losses, and 1 tie. After the 
fight, the 29 yr. old Douglas, 
whose mother died January 18, 
said "I wanted it for my mother. I 
was clearly focused. I came to 
fight. I fought my fight." Iron 
Mike's corner first disputed the 
results because of a slow count on 
Douglas in round 8. After a re- 
view, the title was awarded to 
Douglas. 
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The World Series was the bat- 
tle between the Oakland Athletics 
from the American League and 
the San Francisco Giants from 
the National League. It was a 
clean sweep for the Oakland A's. 
There were only a total of four 
games out of seven because the 
Giants never even came close to 
winning a single game. The Oak- 
land A's dominated the Giants in 
both hitting and pitching. The A's 
wanted to show that they had 
overcome the unexpected loss 
during the previous year's cham- 
pionship game against the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in seven games. 

This was the first Bay Area Se- 
ries. Fans from both teams filled 



the ballparks. The series posed a 
dilemma for many Bay Area 
sports buffs who had to make a 
decision for whom to root. 

Millions of fans watched the 
Series on TV and witnessed the 
7.1 earthquake hit. It rocked the 
stadium and blacked out trans- 
mission just before the third game 
was to be played at Candlestick 
Park. The quake not only suc- 
ceeded in shaking up the players 
but shook up the fans as well. The 
remaining games were nearly can- 
celled, but were eventually con- 
tinued a week later at a repaired 
Candlestick following a decision 
by the baseball Commissioner. 
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Does Betting Really Pay 
Off? 

As gambling charges and the 
media engulfed him, Pete Rose 
awaited his fate. The smiling Pete 
Rose doesn't have much to smile 
about anymore. Fate dealt him a 
bad hand. Baseball Commission- 
er A. Bartlett Giamatti an- 
nounced that the Cincinnati 
Red's legend was banned from 
baseball for life, due to "conduct 
not in the best interest of base- 
ball". Pete denied any wrong do- 
ing, but he thought that his pun- 
ishment was fair. When asked 
why he had accepted a penalty, if 
in fact he'd never placed a bet on 
baseball, Rose thought for a long 
moment but couldn't come up 
with an answer. 

The Hall of Fame candidate 
hopes to be reinstated after five 
years, but we wouldn't bet on it. 
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As charges of sexual miscon- 
duct with a minor surfaced in At- 
lanta, Rob Lowe fled. 

Lowe was at the Cannes Film 
Festival in France when he was 
told that he would be facing a law- 
suit, possible criminal charges, 
and a fire storm of controversy ig- 
nited by a very blue video. The 
video included two separate 
steamy encounters, one with a six- 
teen year old Atlanta girl. Critics 
took the tape very seriously. Lowe 
could face twenty years in prison 
and a one hundred thousand dol- 
lar fine if charged and found 
guilty. 



Baseball players have always 
been paid huge sums of money, 
but in 1990 players' salaries skyr- 
ocketed at a phenomenal pace. As 
contract negotiations opened be- 
tween players and owners, there 
was talk of $3 million a year sala- 
ries.
